1982. Some of Philadelphia's finest will be appearing together in one concert. 
An evening with McCoy Tyner, PHILADANCO, and Sonia Sanchez promises 
to be unforgettable.

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The Saxophone Innovators is Dedicated to 
The Genius of John Coltrane 
(1926-1967) 


John Coltrane, born in Hamlet, North Carolina, was one of the most revolutionary 
and widely imitated saxophonists in jazz. 


After moving to Philadelphia as a teenager, Coltrane played tenor saxophone in 
bands led by King Kolax, Eddie “Cleanhead” Vinson, Jimmy Heath, Howard 
McGhee, Dizzy Gillespie, Earl Bostic and Johnny Hodges from 19464954. 


He leaped to fame in Miles Davis's quintet joining Red Garland, Paul Chambers, 
and Philly Joe Jones where he continued from 1955-1960. Coltrane's own group 
made its debut at the New York Jazz Gallery in early 1260. After briefly trying 
Steve Kuhn, Pete La Roca and Billy Higgins, Coltrane hired two musicians who 
became longstanding members of his quartet; McCoy Tyner (1960-1965) and Elvin 
Jones (1760-1966); the third, Jimmy Garrison, joined in 1961. 


While Coltrane was far more important as an improviser, he also excelled as a 
composer and wrote a number of pieces that have become jazz standards including: 
Momenr's Notice; Giant Steps; Naima; and Equinox. 


Coltrane's impact on his contemporaries was enormous. Countless players imitated 
his sound on the tenor and soprano saxophone, though few could approach his 
technical mastery. 


In his final years and after his death, Coltrane acquired an almost saintly reputation 
among listeners and fellow musicians for his energetic and selfless support of young 
avant-garde performers, his peaceful demeanor, and his obsessive striving for a 
musical ideal. 
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Host for the 
Saxophone Innovators Concerts 


Amiri Baraka will serve as host for the Saxophone Innovators concerts and 
provide commentary on the evolution of the alto and tenor saxophone in the 
jazz repertory. 


Newark native, Baraka is a noted poet, playwright and essayist who has established 
himself as a major figure in the literary cultural evolution of American writers. 
Baraka is the author of 11 books of poetry, 7 works of non-fiction, and 24 plays, 
and is regarded as a key force in the development of the Black theater movement 
in this country. 


Baraka received the Obie Award for his play "Dutchman." He has also been the 
recipient of fellowships from the New Jersey State Council on the Arts, the 
National Endowment for the Arts, the Rockefeller Foundation, and the Whitney 
and Guggenhiem Fellowships. 


Baraka has taught at Yale and Columbia University and is currently Chairman of 
the African Studies Program at the State University of New York (SUNY) at 
Stonybrook. This year he is serving as a Distinguished Visiti ng Professor at Rutgers 
University in New Brunswick. 


Amiri Baraka travels frequently to universities and cultural institutions throughout 
the country lecturing, reading his written works, and participating in symposiums 
on Black music. He is the author of “Blues People,” “Black Music,’ and most 
recently “The Music: Reflections on Jazz and Blues” with his wife Amina Baraka.

JAMES MOODY

Born in Savannah, Georgia and raised in Newark, New Jersey, James Moody 
has been one of the most creative and dynamic of mainstream jazz musicians for 
four decades. 


Moody has been revealing his invigorating style, based on keen line development, 
hearty swing, tonal variation and a passion for pretty notes, since the late 1940's. 


In 1949, Moody moved to Europe, where he recorded the masterpiece of 
improvisation for which he is renowned, “I’m in the Mood for Love." Moody 
joined the bebop band of Dizzy Gillespie in 1963 beginning an association that 
afforded the saxist worldwide exposure and ample opportunity to shape his 
improvisational genius. 


In 1985, Moody received a Grammy Award nomination for Best Jazz 
Instrumental Performance for his playing on Manhattan Transfer’s “Vocalese” 
album. Today, with his RCA contract, the release of his new album “Moving 
Forward,” and playing concert dates around the world, Moody is enjoying 
total musical satisfaction.

GWENDOLYN BROOKS

From her first published volume of poetry, “A Street in Bronzeville (1945),” 
Gwendolyn Brooks has emerged as one of the most prolific and respected of 
America’s women poets. 


Gwendolyn Brooks was the first Black to receive the Pulitzer Prize for Poetry in 
1950 for her book of poems, “Annie Allen.” She was appointed Consultant-in- 
Poetry to the Library of Congress in 1987 and is presently the Poet Laureate 

of Illinois. 


Brook’s place in literature is the subject of three recent publications about 

her work: “Say That The River Turns” edited by Haki Madhubuti; “Gwendolyn 
Brooks: Poetry and the Heroic Voice” by D.H. Melhem; and, A Life Distilled: 
Gwendolyn Brooks, Her Poetry and Fiction” by Maria K. Mootry and 

Gary Smith. 


Gwendolyn Brooks’ appearance in Newark is the highlight of the Centennial 
Celebration of the Newark Public Library which is commemorating 100 years 
of library service.

She was 
a founding member of the Jazz Arts Society in Newark as well as Chairperson 
of the Women's Division of the Committee for a Unified Newark. With 
husband Amiri Baraka she has performed in productions of "Spirit House 
Movers," a Black theater group. They co-founded the Afrikan Free School and 
co-authored Confirmation, an anthology of Afro-American women writers. 


DOROTHEA MOORE 


Dorothea Moore's poetry can be found in TESTIMONY: A JOURNAL OF 
AFRICAN-AMERICAN POETRY, CATALYST, WORLD OF POETRY, 
SOMETHING GOOD ANTHOLOGY and SAY THAT THE RIVER TURNS: 
THE IMPACT OF GWENDOLYN BROOKS (Third World Press, Chicago, 
1987). She teaches with the Newark Public School System. 


BETTY NEALS 


Betty Neals has published two collections of poems: Spirit Weaving and Move 
the Air. Her poems have also appeared in Continuities Magazine and Black 
Creation Magazine. She has made a poetry recording of Soul, Alleluia. Ms. 
Neals has read her poetry at universities throughout the country and has 
made appearances on New Jersey public television. She received a New Jersey 
State Council on the Arts fellowship in Poetry in 1980. 


SANDRA WEST 


The poetry of Sandra West has been anthologized in MURMORS OF THE

Since his emergence on the New York City jazz loft scene in 1274, tenor 
saxophonist David Murray has become one of the most publicized of the new 
breed of jazzmen. 


A native of Berkeley, California, his exposure to music began with his father who 
played guitar, and his mother who enjoyed a national reputation as a pianist in the 
sanctified church. At an early age, David could be heard performing with his 
family at the Missionary Church of God in San Francisco, and in his 15 piece 
rhythm and blues band called the Notations of Soul with pianist Rodney Franklin. 


Murray’s recording career, which has been as varied as it has been prolific, has 
helped to spread and solidify his reputation among critics and jazz insiders. 


Murray’s playing is distinguished by dramatic solos, breakneck tempo, rhythmic 
complexities and dazzling melodies. David Murray has recorded thirty-one albums 
with his quartet, octet and big band, and with the World Saxophone Quartet and 
the Clarinet Summit. 


David Murray is a 1989 Grammy Award winner along with McCoy Tyner, Pharoah 
Sanders, Cecil McBee, and Roy Haynes for their highly acclaimed recent album on 
the Impulse label, “Blues for Coltrane: A Tribute to John Coltrane.” 


THE SAXOPHONE INNOVATORS 


JACKIE McLEAN

Jackie McLean was born in New York City, and began his career under the stylistic 
wing of Charlie "Bird" Parker in the early 1950's. Gradually he developed a highly 
personal alto saxophone style that fully flowered in the 1960's with a series of 
brilliant Blue Note recordings that took bebop one step beyond his "Bird" roots. 


By the time he was 20 years old, McLean had begun to make a name for himself 
and was fast finding his way into the company of Charlie Parker, Miles Davis, 
Charles Mingus and Art Blakey as an impressive young saxophonist. 


During the 1960's McLean was one of the few established bebop musicians to fully 
embrace the new developments in music opening himself up to riskier material and 
adding a primal quality to his already acidic alto. 


In 1971, McLean moved to Hartford, Connecticut to become a professor at the 
Hartt College of Music where he is now Chairman of the Department of African- 
American Music. In more recent years, Jackie McLean has again began to record 
and perform, continuing a distinguished career marked by constant renewal 

and adaptation.

McCoy Tyner was born in Philadelphia and studied music at the West Philadelphia 
Music School and the Granoff Music School. 


McCoy Tyner first exploded on the jazz scene as an integral part of John 
Coltrane's early 1960's quartet which is considered one of the most innovative and 
influential groups in jazz history. The pianist participated in numerous historical 
recording sessions with Coltrane including "Africa Brass,” "A Love Supreme,” 
"My Favorite Things," and "Ascension" during his six year tenure with Coltrane. 


Throughout the 1970's Tyner's art and influence continued to grow. His readily 
identifiable forceful, percussive, dense, and lyric piano style came more clearly 
into focus. His first Milestone album in 1971, “Sahara,” received two Grammy 
Nominations and was named “Album of the Year” in the Downbeat critics poll. 
Subsequent LP's for the label found him recording with strings, large horn 
sections, voices, large ensembles and solo. 


McCoy Tyner is considered one of America's most influential jazz pianists, 
recognized by musicians and critics alike as a musical tour de force.
